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FEEDING  STUFFS  REPORT 

1930 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Feeding  Stuffs  Law,  Act  of  May  3,  1909,  as  amended,  regulates 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Commercial  Feeding  Stuffs,  prohibits 
misbranding  and  adulteration  and  requires  registration  of  each  brand 
or  kind  for  each  calendar  year  and  before  being  offered  for  sale ;  all 
sacks  or  attached  cards  to  be  printed  with  brand  or  trade  names,  names 
of  manufacturers  or  importers,  guarantees  for  protein,  fat  and  fiber 
and  the  names  of  each  ingredient  of  which  mixtures  are  composed  and 
in  the  case  of  by-product  feeds  statements  of  composition.  Feeding 
Stuffs  are  defined  as  including  all  by-product  materials,  mixed  feeds 
and  mineral  mixtures  used  for  feeding  domestic  animals,  which  in- 
clude dogs,  cats,  foxes,  rabbits  and  poultry.  Provision  is  made  for 
enforcement  by  authorizing  inspection  of  sales,  the  collection  and 
analyses  of  official  samples,  the  publication  of  the  results  of  examina- 
tion for  the  information  of  the  public  and  for  holding  responsible  all 
dealers  and  selling  agents  who  make  sales  contrary  to  requirements, 
with  respect  to  labeling,  guaranteeing,  misbranding,  adulterating  or 
non-registration.  Provision  is  also  made  for  analysis  of  special  samples 
for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  for  residents  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  1930  Special  Agents  of  the  Bureau  collected  from  sales 
agencies  throughout  the  State  and  submitted  for  examination,  together 
with  reports  showing  labeling  and  sales  conditions,  1034  official  samples 
of  Feeding  Stuffs.  Of  this  nuniber  924,  representing  registered  brands 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  were  analyzed  chemically  and 
microscopically  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  brand  names, 
guarantees  and  claimed  compositions  were  correct  and  for  the  presence 
of  materials  classified  as  adulterants. 

Residents  of  the  State  submitted  during  the  year  699  special  samples, 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $1.00  each.  These  samples  were  analyzed  in 
duplicate  and  the  reports  of  the  results  obtained  mailed  to  the  senders 
and  the  fees  paid  to  the  Comptroller  for  transmittal  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  and  payment  to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  is  required. 
The  results  of  these  analyses  are  not  included  in  this  report  as  they 
were  submitted  for  the  purpose  of  private  information.  The  official 
and  special  samples  made  a  total  of  1623  Feeding  Stuffs,  which  were 
analyzed  during  the  year. 
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The  official  samples  which  were  examined  reprfsented  6?8  different 
kinds  and  brands  registered  by  199  manufacturing,  importing  and 
jobbing  firms.  They  represented  18  claaseB  of  materials,  which,  to- 
gether with  tlie  nnmbfr  of  53aiiiples  in  eacli  ehiss,  were  as  follows:

BRANDS  REGISTERED 

The  law  requires  every  kind  and  brand  of  Commercial  Feeding  Stuffs 
offered  for  sale  during  each  calendar  year  to  be  registered  on  or  be- 
fore January  1st  or  before  being  off'ered  for  sale.  The  license  fee  is 
$25  for  each  kind  and  brand  of  By-Product  Feed  aiul  Mixed  Feed 
except  in  the  case  of  Pure  AVheat,  Pure  Bye  and  Pure  Buckwheat 
Offal  Mill  Feeds,  including  the  Pure  Bran  and  Middlings  of  the  grains 
when  a  fee  of  $6  is  required  to  be  joaid.  Pui-e  (lorn  Meal  "Made  by 
grinding  and  bolting  corn"  and  Pure  Corn  and  Oats  Chop  are  also 
])ermitted.  to  be  registered  at  the  .$(!  rate.  When  these  By-Product 
Offal  Feeds  contain  screenings  and  .scoui'ings,  then  they  come  under 
the  $2.5  registi-ation  fee  classification. 

Manufacturers,  importers  and  all  pei-soiis  who.se  names  appear  on 
sacks  or  attached  cards  as  being  responsible  for  manufacture  are  held 
responsible  for  registration,  it  is  imjiortant,  therefore,  that  dealers 
making  contracts  for  certain  feeds  to  l)e  off'ered  for  sale  make  sure 
tiiat  the  manufacturei's  com]ih'te  i-egistration  before  sales  are  made. 

The  licenses  issued  for  sales  numbered  l.'i;!8  and  covered  404;:{ 

kinds  and  brands  of  Feeding  Stuff's,  registered  hy  1005  manufacturing, 
importing  and  jobbing  fii-ms.  The  larger  proportion  of  these  regis- 
trations were  received  on  or  before  Jannarj^  1st  and  many  were  received 
during  the  year  before  tiie  siiipments  represented  were  off'ered  for 
sale.    The  fees  received  in  payment  for  licenses  were  duly  made  of 


record  and  properly  paid  to  the  Comptroller  for  transmittal  to  the 
Department  of  Revenue  for  payment  to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  re- 
quired.   -  •-  ^ 

CONCLUSIONS 

Of  the  924  official  samples  which  were  analyzed  chemically  906  were 
guaranteed  and  the  results  obtained  show  that  75,  or  8.3  per  cent.,  of 
these  samples  were  deficient  in  protein  alone  to  the  extent  of  1  per 
cent,  or  more  and  deficient  in  fat  alone  to  the  extent  of  .5  per  cent, 
or  more,  or  deficient  in  both  protein  and  fat.  There  Avere  16,  or  1.8 
per  cent.,  of  the  samples  which  were  deficient  in  protein  and  fat  to- 
gether, 29,  or  3.2  per  cent.,  of  the  samples  deficient  in  protein  alone 
and  30,  or  3.3  per  cent.,  were  deficient  in  fat  alone.  | 

The  total  number  of  .•samples  which  failed  to  meet  the  guarantee  | 
for  protein  was  45,  or  5  per  cent.,  and  there  Avere  46,  or  5.1  per  cent.,  f 
of  the  ss.mpies  xvMeii  T^ere  d.3ncient  in  fat.  Compared  with  the  1929 
inspection,  which  showed  10.1  per  cent,  of  the  samples  failing  to  meet 
meir  gtiarantees,  there  was  a  decrease,  as  will  be  noted,  showing  an 
improvement  in  guaranteeing.  There  were  many  instances  Avhere  the 
over-runs  in  one  constituent  tended  to  balance  the  deficiencies  in  others 
and  in  a  few  cases,  which  will  be  noted  by  referring  to  the  tables,  some 
of  the  deficiencies  were  considerably  le.ss  than  the  guarantees. 

In  order  that  tlie  variations  from  guarantees  and  statements  of 
compositions  maj-  be  briefly  shown,  the  results  of  analyses  and  exami- 
nations are  considered  in  the  several  classifications  as  f oIIoavs  : 

OIL  CAKE  PRODUCTS.  This  class  of  Feeding  Stuffs  included 
Cottonseed  Meal,  Cottonseed  Feed,  Linseed  Oil  .Meal,  Linseed  and  | 
Screenings  Oil  Feed  INIeal  and  Cocoauut  Oil  Meal  and  included  59 
samples,  all  of  which  were  found,  upon  microscopical  examination,  to 
be  as  certified.  One  Cottonseed  Feed  and  4  Linseed  Oil  Meals  were 
found  to  be  deficient  in  both  protein  and  fat  and  1  sample  of  Cotton- 
seed Meal  Avas  deficient  in  protein  alone. 

DISTILLERY  AND  BREWERY  BY-PRODUCTS.  There  were 
only  9  samples  of  this  class  examined,  AA'hich  included  Distillers  Dried 
Grains,  BreAvers  Dried  Grains  and  Malt  Sprouts.  Of  the  3  samples 
of  Distillers  Dried  Grains  1  Avas  found  to  be  deficient  in  both  protein 
and  fat  and  2  deficient  in  protein  alone,  representing  a  large  pro- 
portion of  failures  to  meet  the  guarantees,  although  the  samples  Avere 
all  found  to  be  "as  certified,"  Avith  respect  to  their  composition. 

MAIZE  BY-PRODUCTS.  Of  this  cla.ss  of  feeds  there  were  3  samples 
of  Corn  Gluten  Meal,  13  of  Corn  Gluten  Feed,  9  of  Hominy  Feed,  6 
of  Corn  Meal  and  5  of  Corn  Feed  Meal.  All  with  the  exception  of  1 
sample  of  Hominy  Feed,  AA'hich  Avas  deficient  in  fat,  Avere  in  agreement 
Avith  guarantees  as  Avell  as  Avith  statements  of  composition.  Tavo  of 
Corn  ileal  and  1  of  Corn  Feed  Meal  represented  shipments  Avhich  were 
not  labeled  Avith  guarantees,  as  required. 
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WHEAT  OFFALS.  There  were  168  official  samples  of  Wheat 
Offals,  which  included  69  of  Wheat  Bran,  12  of  Mixed  Feed  Wheat 
By-Products,  20  of  Wheat  Standard  Middlings,  38  of  Wheat  Flour 
Middlings,  14  of  Wheat  AA'hite  Shorts  and  15  of  Low  Grade  Flour. 
These  official  samples  included  both  those  which  were  pure  and  free 
from  screenings  and  those  which  contained  the  so-called  "Mill  Run" 
of  ground  grain  screenings.  Only  1  sample  of  this  class  was  deficient 
in  both  protein  and  fat,  4  in  protein  alone  and  3  in  fat  alone.  How- 
ever, of  the  87  samples  of  Middlings,  Shorts  and  Low  Grade  Flour, 
taken  as  a  sub-group,  31  were  found  to  be  "as  certified"  and  56  were 
found  to  be  not  properly  classified  but  free  from  foreign  material. 
The  Bran  and  Wheat  Mixed  Feed  with  1  exception  where  screenings 
were  present  were  found  to  be  as  claimed,  with  respect  to  composition. 

RYE  OFFALS.  Only  1  shipment  of  this  class  Avas  sampled,  Rye 
Middlings,  which  met  its  guaranteed  analysis  and  which  was  found 
to  be  "as  certified"  upon  examination  in  that  it  contained  ground, 
cleaned  rye  screenings  not  exceeding  mill  run,  as  labeled. 

OAT  BY-PRODUCTS.  There  were  only  5  samples  of  shipments 
of  this  class  of  Feeding  Stuffs,  all  of  which  met  their  guarantees  for 
protein,  fat  and  fiber  and  were  found  upon  examination  to  be  "as 
certified. " 

ALFALFA  MEAL.  Of  the  11  samples  representing  this  class,  2, 
or  18.1  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  protein  although  all 
upon  microscopical  examination  were  found  to  be  "as  certified."  The 
majority  of  these  samples  represented  alfalfa  containing  a  small  pro- 
portion of  stems,  the  protein  content  ranging  from  13.44  to  23.25, 
averaging  18.88  per  cent. 

DRIED  BEET  PULP.  The  4  samples  of  Dried  Beet  Pulp  repre- 
sented shipments  correctly  guaranteed,  there  being  no  deficiencies  and 
all  found  to  be  dried  residue  of  sugar  beet  after  extraction  of  sugar, 
as  claimed. 

MIXED   FEEDS:   PROPRIETARY   AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  official  samples  representing  the  brands  of  mixed  feeds  found 
being  offered  for  sale  numbered  603,  or  two-thirds  of  the  total  samples 
examined.  Of  the  156  Dairy  Feeds,  14,  or  9.0  per  cent.,  failed  to  meet 
their  guarantees  in  protein  or  fat  or  both  of  these  constituents,  4 
samples  being  deficient  in  both  protein  and  fat,  4  in  protein  alone  and 
6  in  fat  alone.  All  represented  guaranteed  shipments.  Of  the  total 
number,  34,  or  21.8  per  cent.,  varied  from  their  claimed  composition, 
as  shown  by  microscopical  examination,  1  sample  representing  a  ship- 
ment for  which  ingredients  were  not  given.  This  is  a  too  high  pro- 
portion of  failures  to  be  in  agreement  with  claimed  compositions,  how- 
ever the  variations  in  ingredients  were  not,  as  a  rule,  sufficiently  serious

to  vitally  affect  their  general  character.  The  Dairy  Feeds  repi;esented 
111  different  brands,  registered  by  47  firms.  The  variations  m  com- 
position included  the  absence  of  a  few  ingredients  and  the  presen 
of  other  ingredients  in  small  proportions.  Several  of  the  samples  d  d 
not  show  the  composition  of  the  individual  ingredients  enternig  into 
the  mineral  mixtures  which  were  employed  in  the  formulas. 

There  were  51  samples  of  Stock,  Horse  and  Mule  Feeds,  a  1  with 
one  exception,  representing  guaranteed  shipments  only  3,  or  6.0  per 
cent  being  found  deficient  in  fat  alone.  They  included  31  brands 
reo-istered  by  23  firms.  There  were,  however,  4,  or  7.8  per  cent.,  ot 
the  samples  which  were  not  found  "as  certified,"  the  compositions 
varving  slightly  from  claims  made. 

The  Calf  Meal  mixtures  were  represented  by  7  samples,  selected 
from  guaranteed  shipments,  including  6  brands,  registered  by  5  firms 
3  or  42  9  per  cent.,  failing  to  meet  their  guarantees,  2  being  deficient 
in  both  protein  and  fat  and  1  in  fat  alone.  There  were  also  2,  or 
28  6  per  cent.,  of  the  samples,  which  failed,  upon  microscopical  exami- 
nation, to  be  in  agreement  with  certified  compositions.  These  varia- 
tions were  not  serious,  however,  and  included  the  finding  of  additional 
ingredients  such  as  Ground  Oats  and  small  amount  of  Ground  Gram 
Screenings.  ,  ^ 

The  mixtures  classified  as  Swine  Feed  included  30  samples,  all  but 
1  representing  guaranteed  shipments,  and  included  19  brands,  regis- 
tered by  14  firms,  3,  or  10.3  per  cent.,  being  found  deficient,  1  m  both 
protein  and  fat  and  2  in  fat  alone.  There  were  10,  or  33.3  per  cent., 
of  the  samples  which  were  not  in  exact  agreement  with  claimed  com- 
positions and  in  which  an  ingredient  was  not  found  present  and  other 
additional  ingredients  supplied.  These  variations  were  not  serious 
enough  to  change  the  character  of  the  feeds. 

The  Feeds  classified  as  Proprietary  and  Miscellaneous  Chop  Feeds 
included  49  samples,  5  from  shipments  which  were  not  guaranteed 
as  required,  representing  36  brands  and  kinds,  registered  by  30  firms. 
There  were  5,  or  11.4  per  cent.,  of  the  samples  which  failed  to  meet 
their  guarantees,  1  being  deficient  in  both  protein  and  fat,  1  in  protein 
alone  \nd  3  in  fat  alone.  There  were  32  samples  of  Corn  and  Oats 
Chop,  which  averaged  10.29  per  cent,  protein,  4.08  per  cent,  fat  and 
6.87  per  cent,  fiber,  1  of  these  being  found  to  contain  salt.  There  were 
17  samples  of  so-called  Chop  Feeds  containing  ground  whole  grains 
and  by-products  and  10  of  these  samples  showed  a  slight  variation 
in  their  composition  by  containing  ingredients  not  specified.  Of  this 
class  11,  or  22.4  per  cent.,  therefore,  were  found  to  be  not  "as  cer- 
tified" upon  microscopical  examination. 

There  wre  21  samples  of  Feeding  Stuffs  representing  shipments  of 
16  different  brands,  registered  by  14  companies,  classified  as  Mis- 
cellaneous, all  with  one  exception  being  guaranteed.    There  were  5 
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sampks,  or  25  per  cent.,  whicli  failed  to  meet  their  guarantees,  3  being 
deficient  in  protein  alone  and  2  in  fat  alone.  The  microscopical  exami- 
nations showed  that  there  were  18,  or  9.5  per  cent.,  which  varied  from 
their  claimed  compositions,  1  sample  not  having  composition  given  on 
the  label  as  required. 

Of  the  total  samples  examined  approximately  one-fourth  were  Pro- 
prietary Poultry  Feeds,  including  116  samples  and  80  brands  of  Scratch 
Feed,  registered  by  38  firms,  and  173  samples  and  105  brands  of  Mash 
Feed,  registered  by  38  firms.  All  of  the  Scratch  Feed  samples  repre- 
sented guaranteed  shipments,  only  2,  or  1.7  per  cent.,  being  deficient 
in  fat  alone.  An  examination  for  certified  composition  showed  that 
19,  or  16.4  per  cent.,  of  the  samples  failed  to  be  in  agreement  with 
claimed  lists  of  ingredients.  These  variations  consisted  for  the  most 
part  of  the  presence  of  a  small  proportion  of  additional  grains  and 
small  amount  of  weed  seeds,  which  did  not  make  any  material  change 
in  the  character  of  these  mixtures.  Of  the  Mash  Feeds,  all  of  which 
represented  guaranteed  shipments,  9,  or  5.2  per  cent.,  of  the  samples 
were  deficient,  1  being  low  in  both  protein  and  fat,  4  in  protein  alone 
and  4  in  fat  alone.  A  large  proportion  of  the  samples,  however,  43, 
or  24.9  per  cent.,  failed,  upon  microscopical  examination,  to  be  "as 
certified."  In  some  of  these  samples  the  variations  noted  included 
the  absence  of  claimed  ingredients  such  as  soy  bean  meal,  cocoanut 
oil  meal,  meat  scrap,  fish  scrap,  dried  buttermilk,  calcium  carbonate, 
the  presence  of  additional  similar  ingredients  and  the  failure  to  fully 
state  the  composition  of  mineral  mixtures. 

The  Mixed  Feeds,  as  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  statements, 
for  the  most  part  met  their  claimed  guarantees  and  while  the  varia- 
tions both  in  protein  and  fat  as  well  as  in  lists  of  ingredients  were  not 
such  as  to  materially  depreciate  the  quality  of  the  feeds  in  question, 
yet  there  is  considerable  room  for  improvement  for  more  correctly 
guaranteeing  these  feeds.  The  guarantees  for  fiber  were,  as  a  rule, 
well  sustained  although  there  were  a  number  of  cases  where  excess 
fiber  showed  a  larger  proportion  of  by-product  materials  to  have  been 
used  than  called  for  in  the  formulas.  The  details  of  analytical  find- 
ings will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

■  ANIMAL  BY-PRODUCTS.  The  concentrated  materials  in  this  clas- 
sification, supplying  high  protein  contents,  included  23  samples  of 
Meat  and  Bone  Scrap,  2  of  Fish  Scrap  and  3  of  Tankage,  all  repre- 
senting guaranteed  shipments.  Seven,  or  30.4  per  cent.,  of  the 
samples  of  Meat  and  Bone  Scrap  were  deficient,  6  being  deficient  in 
protein  alone  and  1  in  fat  alone.  Some  of  the  deficiencies  in  protein 
were  serious  variations  from  the  guarantees.  Of  the  3  samples  of 
Tankage  2  were  deficient  in  protein  alone  and  1  in  fat  alone,  showing 
a  serious  proportion  of  failures  to  meet  claims  made  for  this  type  of 
product.    All  of  the  by-product  materials  were  found,  upon  micro- 
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scopical  examination,  to  be  as  claimed,  with  the  exception  that  in  2 
cases  of  Tankage  a  small  proportion  of  vegetable  fibrous  material  was 
present  and  2  of  the  samples  were  classified  as  Digester  Tankage. 

RETAIL  SELLING  PRICES.  The  estimated  retail  selling  prices 
for  the  feeds  sold  during  1930,  as  represented  by  the  official  samples 
selected,  show  marked  decreases  compared  with  the  corresponding 
values  estimated  for  1929  sales.  It  is  recognized  that  where  only  a 
few  samples,  representing  a  certain  class  of  feeds,  are  included,  the 
reported  retail  values  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  an  accurate  index  of 
prevailing  values.  In  the  case  of  those  classes,  however,  where  a  larger 
proportion  of  samples  are  included  the  average  retail  values  can  be 
considered  as  a  reflection  of  the  trend  in  prices  for  those  feeds  being 
disposed  of  during  the  year  represented  by  this  report. 

The  average  retail  prices  will  be  found  in  Table  II.  In  the  case 
of  those  classes  of  feeds,  judging  from  samples  examined,  which  repre- 
sented the  larger  proportion  of  tonnage  sales,  a  comparison  of  the 
estimated  retail  values  for  the  re.'^pective  years,  1930  and  1929,  will 
be  of  interest,  as  follows:  Cottonseed  Meal,  $49.71,  $60.60;  Linseed 
Oil  Meal,  $57.40,  $66.21;  Corn  C41uten  Peed,  $46.02,  $50.83;  Wheat 
Bran,  $35.70,  $41.53;  Wheat  Standard  ;Middlings,  $38.00,  $41.69; 
Alfalfa  Meal,  $63.91,  $62.50;  Proprietary  Dairy  Feeds,  $47.44,  $51.57; 
Stock,  Horse  and  Mule  Feed,  $44.48.  $49.29 ;  Calf  Meal,  $48.14,  $100.00; 
Swine  Feed,  $54.27,  $58.53;  Poultry  Scratch  Feed,  $52.18,  $56.26; 
Poultry  Mash  Feed,  $65.45,  $67.54;  Meat  and  Bone  Scrap,  $76.05, 
$81.88.  . 

In  Table  I  will  be  found  the  Classification  of  Samples  Analyzed  and 
Summary  of  Deficiencies;  in  Table  II,  Average  Analyses  and  Retail 
Prices,  and  in  Table  III  will  be  found  in  detail  the  results  of  chem- 
ical analyses  and  microscopical  examinations  for  each  sample  received, 
together  with  brand  and  trade  names,  names  and  addresses  of  manu- 
facturers, importers  and  selling  agents,  according  to  the  classification 
shown  in  Table  I.
